In the long run it would be 
much cheaper and better for society 
if means were taken to prevent crime 
than it is to arrest, try and imprison 
criminals. Also, it would be easier 
for the authorities who act as the 
agents of society to prevent crime 
than it is for them to apprehend of- 
fenders against the law.
